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The Quality of Liquid Soaps 


HE market is overrun with poor qualits 

liquid toilet soaps. In reality, it is rare to 
tap the dispenser of liquid soap in a hotel, 
office building, Pullman car, or other washroom 
and get other than a watery, rancid, or poor- 
lathering concoction. Casual observation would 
indicate that there are more poor quality liquid 
soaps on the market than there are good ones. 
The reaction of thousands of users of liquid 
soap can be logically only one thing—liquid 
soap is a distinctly unsatisfactory product. 

There are many explanations of the general- 
ly poor quality of the soaps dispensed in vari- 
ous public and private washrooms, but there are 
no excuses. The problem is not a new one. 
Price, price, price—everlastingly the question 
of price! This is perhaps explanation number 
one—buyers who insist on getting a low cost 
soap and soapmakers who will give them any 
soap they want to fit their price, meet competi- 
tion, and make a profit. ‘This is primarily the 
fault of the buyer who will not pay the price 
for a decent quality soap, although the liquid 
soap manufacturer who will stoop to supply a 
low grade item is equally foolhardy. 





Then, the salesmen who, without the knowl- 
edge of his employer, slyly suggest that “our 
soap is much stronger than others and can be 
cut so-and-so-much and still give a good soap” 
is frequently at fault. Where he is beaten on 
price, either for the same or an inferior item, 
he suggests the addition of water to reduce the 
cost of his product. How certain a way to 
injure the reputation of any house! Also there 
are sellers who represent their soap to contain 
a definite percentage of anhydrous soap, but 
really deliver four or five per cent less. And, 
then, some consumers who find their soap ex- 
pense heavier than they believe it should be, 
do not need the suggestion of a salesman to 
add copious quantities of aqua pura. 


No wonder, it is, that some large users of 
liquid toilet soaps are searching around for 
equipment and supplies for paste and powders. 
Of course, these products can be adulterated 
just as well. The interest in them is pointed 


to merely as indicative of dissatisfaction with 
present soaps. Most certainly, there can be 
no change in this situation if the liquid soap 
manufacturers do not undertake to bring it 
about. It looks like a job for those manufac- 
turers who continue to sell high quality soaps 
to bring pressure in attempting to make the 
others behave. The poor quality soaps jeopard- 
ize the entire business.

By-Product Glycerin 


FFICIAL announcement has been made 

that a plant for the extraction of glycerin 
from molasses mash will be built. ‘The plant 
will be located at Deepwater, N. J. and 
operated by the Eastern Alcohol Corporation 
which is owned jointly by E. L. Du Pont de 
Nemours & Co, and the National Distillers 
Corporation. [Experiments are reported to have 
been under way for several years and the pro- 
cess is said to have been perfected to the point 
where glycerin can be produced at something 
like five per cent of present costs. 

If the reports represent the situation accu- 
rately, the new process should mean the end 
of glycerin production in the soap industry. 
Five per cent of present costs of glycerin pro- 
duction is less than a cent per pound. [Even 
if the output of glycerin from molasses mash 
were not sufficient to take care of the entire 
requirements of the country, there would be 
only one place where the average soaper could 
dispose of his soap kettle liquors. Down the 
sewer. 

Some nine or ten years ago, the U. S. Indus- 
trial Alcohol Company spent $150,000 to build 
a plant to recover glycerin from molasses mash. 
Research had shown that it was present in 
adequate quantities to justify its removal, and 
in laboratory practice, it had been removed 
satisfactorily at what was calculated to be a 
low cost. After a short time, the plant was 
abandoned as a glycerin producer. The reasons 
behind this were never made clear, but suffice 
to say, the plant was not a success or it would 
have carried on. 

Of course, the Eastern Alcohol people may 
have something radically new. ‘They have

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evidently let it become known that this is the 
case. Their willingness, however, to let the 
news get out and to permit reports of their ex- 
traction costs “oi about five per cent of pres- 
ent costs” to be published, brings up the doubts. 
The whole thing looks too perfect. The part 
ownership of Du Pont, carries with it tremend- 
ous weight and prestige where the development 
of a chemical process is concerned. It supplies 
the hard note of realism which might otherwise 
be lacking. At the same time, sight cannot be 
lost of the fact that DuPont is the largest gly- 
cerin consumer in .\merica. 

Means which were used twenty years ago 
to force the glycerin market to the liking 
of the big dynamite manutacturers, can con- 
ceivably be used teday in a different garb. 
No set of circumstances in the glycerin market 
was ever quite aligned to the taste of the 
buyer as they are today. With ethylene 
glycol on one side and molasses mash glycerin 
on the other, the position of the old-line gly- 
cerin producer appears in a distinctly unfaver- 
able light. Ii all these things which we hear 
are true, then the soap kettle as a source of gly- 
cerin is nearing its end. But, are they? Is this 
whole thing of by-product glycerin a stunt to 
jam down glycerin prices and a club to hold 
them down as was a certain private glycerin 
refinery some years ago? Furthermore, does a 
cost of less than a cent per pound sound plaus 
ible ? 

These are the questions, Unless the real facts 
are known, one man’s answer is as good as the 
next.

The Copeland Cosmetic Bill 

EN.ATOR Royal S. Copeland of New York 

has had drawn up tentatively for presenta- 
tion to the 70th Congress, a bill covering the 
regulation and sale of cosmetics. At first glance, 
the bill appears drastic and far-reaching inas- 
much as it declares adulterated, which in reality 
prohibits manufacture and sale, any cosmetic 
or toilet article which contains arsenic, lead, or 
mercury or any of their salts or derivatives, 
hydrofluoric acid, hydroxides of sodium, potas- 
sium, ammonium and one or two others in ex- 
cess of one per cent, methyl alcohol, para- 
phenylenediamine or any homolog, and phenol 
when over three per cent in liquids and ten per 
cent in ointments. 

There seems to have been a general exception 
made in the cases of dentifrices, and 
mouth antiseptics. In the case of germicidal 
soaps, sold as such and which clearly indicate 
this fact on their labels, the incorporation of 
the prohibited ingredients shall not be con- 


soaps, 


sidered adulteration under the bill. Goods 
mantiactured for export are likewise exempt- 
ed from the terms of the bill if they conform 
to the Jaws of the country to which they are 
to be exported. 

The bill is unquestionably aimed at numerous 
cosmetic preparations on the market which con- 
tain what the American Medical .\ssociation 
considers dangerous ingredients. In so much as 
certain toilet and medicinal soaps might other- 
wise fall in the general class of cosmetics, the 
noted exception of soaps sold as such appears 
to make the proposed act inoperative where 
they are concerned. Only where the soap maket 
incidentally manufactures toilet: goods, is _ he 
able to be affected. Certain antiseptic propri- 
etary preparations containing possibly a mer- 
cury salt and phenol in some form, which might 
or nught not have a cosmetic application, could 
very readily be ineluded, however. 

Vhe bill has the backing of the America 
Medical \ssociation which has thus far shown 
a disposition to confer with manufacturers and 
trade associations betore fully recommending 
legislation. In its present form, the bill is evi- 


dently too drastic and will in all hkelihood 1

The Commission 
speaks without knowing what it is talking 
about. There are perhaps a half dozen  pop- 
ular brands of English soap on the -\mericat 
market of which perhaps two, and most likels 
only one brand, are known to more than one 
person in ten thousand. The statement of the 
Conmnission is utterly ridiculous.

tions of sellers. That Congress now feels a 
strong urge to put another finger in the price pie 
is due to dual influences—one operative from 
within the Government circle, the other from 
outside. The circumstance that the first or 
“long” session of the 70th Congress may afford 
unusual leisure for what is known as “special 
legislation” has but increased the pressure for 
conclusive action on what has come to be re- 
garded, thanks to many postponements, as a 
perennial issue. 

The inside influence that is prodding Con- 
ress to action is the Federal Trade Commis- 


have Congress say pointedly 
just what is allowable and what is unlawful in 
control of retail prices at the primary source of 
the goods. 

Agitation directed at Congress from the out- 
sile comes from producers and distributors 
who suffer from price demoralization and who 
have been spurred to action by the activities of 
the Trade Commission on the one hand and 
by the chaos, on the other hand, which has re- 
sulted from the hodge-podge of contrasting 
court decisions. It is no new movement, this 
campaign for a Muir Trade Act to legalize the 
fixing and enforcement of resale prices at all 
mercantile levels. It has been under way 
for fifteen or twenty years. But what adds 
zest to the present status, aside from the grow- 
ing urgency of the issue, is the circumstance 
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that, for the first time in history, Congressmen 
have undertaken to prepare a solution of the 
price problem for Congress. 

Up to this time, most of the inspiration for 
price protective legislation has come to Con- 
gress from outside sources. To be sure, oblig- 
ing Congressmen, or Congressional converts 
to the idea of price stabilization, have been 
found to introduce a bill in each successive 
Congress. First, it was the Stephens Bill and 
then the Kelly Bill, each of which ran through 
several editions in as many Congresses. but 
these bills, which were serially laid before Con- 
gress and obediently referred, each in turn, to 
the Committees on Interstate and Foreign Com- 
merce, were essentially the work of the .\meri- 
can Fair Trade Association and various other 
organizations whose members feel deeply on 
the subject. 

No more conscientious “lobby” ever labored 
at Washington than the organization which has 
striven, during a decade and a half, to put over 
this cure for price cutting. But, the very fact 
that the objective was stigmatized by some of 
its critics as class legislation made the less- 
informed Congressmen suspicious of it. In 
the public hearings, which have been held at 
intervals on this question, the pleas for price 
protection voiced by manufacturers and in- 
dependent distributors have been opposed by 
certain owners. of department stores and ex- 
ecutives of chain store systems that habitually 
attract trade by “loss leaders” priced in odd 
figures. Seeing this sharp cleavage of opinion 
within the business world, Congressmen who 
had not studied the subject or who had other 
legislative fish to fry, found an excuse for 
avoiding action. 

Opinion is Still Split 

RRIVAL on the scene of 70th Congress 

finds the business cominunity no more in 
agreement than before on the merits or de- 
sirability of price maintenance. But it finds a 
growing sentiment in Congress that this ques- 
tion ought to be disposed of in some way, or, at 
least, that the whole body of Congress should 
have an opportunity to vote upon the proposi- 
tion instead of allowing it to gather dust in 
a committee pigeonhole. By the by, it has 
been repeatedly asserted that the U. S. Senate 
has been ready and willing, these many years 
past, to vote on resale price legislation, but 
has been denied the chance thanks to a tradi- 
tion which says that this species of legislation 
should originate in the House of Representa- 
tives. 

That it is possible to discuss, thus early, 
what the new Congress may do on this issue of 


price pegging is explained by the fact that the 
70th Congress will, in this responsibility, get a 
ying start from the 69th Congress. Some 
months before the old Congress adjourned, the 
Chairman of the House Committee on Inter- 
state and Foreign Commerce appointed a 
special subcommittee of three members to con- 
sider the whole subject of resale price fixing 
legislation, using as a basis the Kelly Bill 
(H.R.I1) which was before the Comunittee. 
That marked the beginning of the effort from 
the inside to find a compromise, bill which 
would satisfy most if not all the various ele- 
ments in business and which might enlist the 
support of members of Congress who_ had 
never been reconciled to any of the bills that 
had not been prepared by the Congressional 
legislative drafting service. 

Representative Schuyler Merritt of Connec- 
ticut, Chairman of the special Subcommittee, 
did not have opportunity to present his report 
before the old Congress quit for good last 
March, but he has it ready for the new Con- 
gress. .\nd, since the Commerce Committee, 
to which the matter will be referred for report 
and recommendation, will have a few changes 
in personnel, and will continue Congressman 
Parker as Chairman, it is assumed that the 
new body can take up where the old left off. 
Representative Merritt's report will be essen- 
tially an analysis and explanation of a substi- 
tute bill which has been prepared to replace the 
Kelly Bill and which will be introduced, in lieu 
of that familiar Fair Trade Bill, at the begin- 
ning of the session. 

To Overcome Prejudice 

EKRELY the circumstance that here is a 

bill drawn by Congressmen for Congress- 
men would render the new measure interesting. 
It is a clever bit of strategy to sweep away a 
lingering prejudice. ven more significant, 
though, is the studied effort to correct two 
shortcomings of which all former bills stood 
accused. One of these alleged shortcomings 
was insufficient recognition of the public in- 
terest. The other was inadequate precautions 
against the emergency needs of retailers of 
price-restricted goods who are overcome by 
business difficulties or aretweighted down by 
stagnant stock which freezes their inventories. 

To make sure that resale price fixing shall 
no longer be looked upon as against public poli- 
cy the Substitute Bill makes stipulation that 
only competitive wares may be price-bound. 
Even if an article of commerce be identified by 
trade mark or brand it could not, under the 
terms of this bill, carry a price restriction 
unless it be in fair and open competition with 
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similar articles produced by others. Similarly, 
there has been inserted in the redrafted bill 
a section, known as Section 3, which avoids any 
possibility that the proposed act might legalize 
coutracts between persons whom the public 
interest requires to be in active price competi- 
tion with one another. It is set forth that 
what the bill does, and all that it does, is to 
legalize what might be termed “vertical” price 
contracts, i. e. contracts between successive 
owners of the same article. No sanction is 
given to “lateral” contracts, meaning contracts 
between contemporaneous Owners of compet- 
ing articles. 

Salvation for the retailer, who, after having 
been loyal to placarded prices becomes tem- 
porarily embarrassed, is afforded by Section 2 
of the Substitute Bill. It is a model of brevity 
and simplicity compared to the schemes pro- 
posed in the past whereby retailers could, on 
no account, cut prices until they had allowed 
the supply house 30 days of grace in which to 
buy back the affected merchandise at the price 
originally paid. The Merritt solution is found 
in a clean-cut declaration that any contract of 
sale or resale shall be deemed to contain 
the implied condition that the commodity may 
be resold without reference to the price pact, 
when an owner is closing out stock for the 
purpose of discontinuing a line; when a re- 
ceiver is liquidating stock ; or when prominent 
notice is given to the public that price conces- 
sions are due to damaged goods or deterioration 
of quality. As further protection for dealers 
against producers there is a provision in this 
new version which prevents a suit outside the 
district in which the dealer resides or has his 
established place of business. 


Congress Will clet 

Hie BIG news of the price protective issue 

in the 70th Congress consists in the change 
of status, above outlined, through the appear- 
ance of an insider's bill which makes its ap- 
proach from a new angle. It does not, in the 
least, affect the ultimate significance of this 
turn of events that the Federal Trade Commis- 
sion has, in substance, asked Congress to hold 
up its decision until the Trade Commission 
can conduct an investigation of the whole sub- 
ject. Some years ago the Trade Commission 
made recommendations to Congress with re- 
spect to price maintenance legislation and did 
hot cause a ripple. So there is no assurance 
that the gratuitous advice of the Commission 
will carry any weight this time. Nevertheless, 
the forthcoming investigation by the Commis- 
sion is an interesting side show, beside the main 
performance at the U. S. Capitol. 


If for no other reason the probe by the Fed- 
eral Commission should be noteworthy because 
it is the first thorough, impartial investigation 
of the principle of resale price control under 
the present conditions of distribution. Co- 
operative buying, chain store operations, the 
new technique of the large mail-order houses. 
the development by powerful interests of sell- 
ing on consignment and other latter day maneu- 
vers in merchandising have all come into their 
own since the last authoritative, economic, 
analysis of price maintenance. Hence, behold 
the general sentiment which wishes the Trade 
body jull power to its arm in its effort to as- 
certain the causes and motives for price cut- 
ting; the effect of price cutting on manufac- 
turers, distributors and consumers; the effect 
of “bargain” prices on volume of business; the 
extent to which boosted turnover compensates 
for decreased profits per unit; the relation of 
price maintenance to the multiplication of re- 
tailers; the relation of advertising expenses to 
the cost of distribution of price-maintained and 
non-price-maintained goods; and the extent to 
which price cutting has forced producers or 
distributors out of business. Francis Walker, 
Chief Economist of the Federal Trade Com- 
mission, tells me that he expects that it will re- 
quire many months to complete this survey, 
even if all business interests lend hands. How- 
ever, the 70th Congress, with the Substitute 
Bill ready on its desk, will be in action until 
March 4, 1929.

Army was in France, this disease caused par- 
ticular annoyance and no little invalidism. It 
was impossible .to clean up everyone entirel) 
because this disease has a tendency to hide 
down under the gums or back in the crypts of 
the tonsils and to reappear again. Many of 
our soldiers had recurrent attacks after their 
return home, and, in spreading out widely over 
the country, spread the disease and gave it a 
stronger foothold in the United States than it 
ever had before. These infections are common 
in both France and Germany but are not so 
frequent in the United States. After the troops 
had settled down in Germany, the venereal rate 
increased rapidly, and at the same time a num- 
ber of genital infections were observed wherein 
these organisms were the causative agent. 
Meanwhile our dental officers in Brest and else- 
where with the American forces were occupied 
almost entirely in the treatment of Vincent’s 
infections of the gums.! 


As is well known, most of the tooth pastes in 


economic conditions, 
many of the things became luxuries which we 
would consider necessities, and soap was one of 
these items. When an American soldier wanted 
to “make a hit” with his German sweetheart or 
her family, there were three presents that he 
could give which were always gratefully re- 
ceived: coffee, sugar and soap. It was learned 
officially that in various public institutions in 
the American area, such as hospitals and orphan 
asylums, the shortage of soap was keenly felt. 

Inquiry among German physicians developed 
the information that Vincent’s injections had 
been uncommon among the better classes be- 
fore the war and that such infections were 
considerably more numerous thereafter. Along 
this line is the observation by Corbus* that 
he had seen a number of Vincent's venereal 
infections in his clinics but rarely among the 
better classes in his private practice. It was

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especially noted in the American forces in 
Coblenz that these infections were rare among 
the officers and their families and the better 
class of noncommissioned officers and soldiers. 
They were most commonly seen among the 
soldiers who appeared lax in their personal 
hygiene or who might have been expected to 
associate most freely among the poorer classes 
of Germans. 

Several years ago, I investigated the effect of 
solutions of toilet soap on the spirochete of 
syphilis,® but the attempt was not made at that 
time to discover the spirocheticidal element in 
the soap. Nicholst and Walker’ have con- 
ducted much experimental investigation on the 
bactericidal properties of the various fatty salts 
found in soaps, and the results they have ob- 
tained have been both interesting and valuable. 


Conditions and Effectiveness 
ALKI:R did a considerable part of hts 
work with chemically pure soaps made 

in the laboratory from the chemically pure 
acids. Some of his conclusions are as follows: 
The potassium soaps are better suited for ex- 
perimental work than the sodium soaps on ac- 
count of their greater solubility, and their activ- 
ity increases with their solubility. The effect 
is more pronounced in warm or hot solutions 
than at room temperature. Pure soap made 
from lauric, myristic and palmitic acids are 
about equal in their effect on the pneumococcus, 
streptococcus, meningococcus, gonococcus, and 
the bacilli of diphtheria and typhoid, but they 
have little effect on the staphylococcus. A 0.7 
per cent solution was sufficient to kill the first 
three in fifteen minutes. 

The oleates, laurates, linolates and linolenates 
have a lesser degree of selective activity on the 
pneumococcus, streptococcus, meningococcus 
and gonococcus and do not affect the bacillus 
of typhoid. Coconut oil: soaps have a pro- 
nounced action on the typhoid bacillus as well 
as on the paratyphoid A and B bacilli and 
Bacillus dysenteriae of both Shiga and Flexner, 
and may be said to have the highest germicidal 
action of any. He is of the opinion that about 
8 per cent of soap will be found in the average 
lather. He also conducted a series of experi- 
ments showing conclusively the germicidal effect 
of soap solutions on the bacteria found in 
saliva. The bacillus of diphtheria is affected 
about as are the pneumococcus and streptococ- 
cus. Lauric acid soap was shown to have the 
most general action as a germicide, and it is 
this acid which is found in greatest proportion

in coconut oil. .\ solution of 1: 50,000 was 
sufficient to kill the pneumococcus in fifteen 
minutes, and a 1: 3,000 killed the streptococcus 
and 1 per cent solution the typhoid bacillus in 
the same length of time. 

It seems probable that the bactericidal as 
well as spirocheticidal action is in some way 
concerned with the well known effect of soaps 
in lowering the surface tension of water. How- 
ever, this does not explain such selective actions 
as were shown to exist as well as the resistance 
of the staphylococcus. It is suggested by 
Walker that this may be explained by the 
variations in interfacial tension between the 
liquid and the bacterium, and that this tension 
varies with the liquid-air interspace. 

In some investigations carried out by us on 
the spirocheticidal action of these various soaps, 
the results obtained were practically in accord 
with those reported by Nichols and Walker. 
The stearates showed little activity, while the 
oleates were more effective. Ittner explained 
this slighter action of the stearates by the iact 
that they are considerably less soluble. McBain" 
has disproved the opinion formerly held by 
some that the germicidal action of soaps is due 
to the presence of free alkali. Walker's work, 
as well as part of that done by us, was per- 
formed with neutral soaps prepared in the 
laboratory from chemically pure fatty acids. 

Composition and Germicidal Action 
APS vary much in their composition, but 
the fats most commonly used are tallow and 
the oils of palm, olive and coconut. Other fats 
are frequently added in’ varying quantity. 
Green soap is made from linseed oil. Soaps 
made from tallow will approximate the follow- 
ing composition; stearates, 23.2 per cent ; palmi- 
tates, 28.4 per cent, and oleates, 48.4 per cent. 

When a good lather is required, as in shav- 
ing cream and soaps, or a medium or high 
grade toilet soap is desired, a variable amount 
of coconut oil is added to the stock. ‘Too much 
coconut oil produces a soap that is irritating to 
the skin. Probably the best soap for general 
toilet purposes as well as one having satisfac- 
tory germicidal properties would be made from 
a stock of from three to four parts of tallow 
to one of coconut oil. It would be almost 
entirely a sodium soap and its composition 
would be about as follows: stearates, 22 per 
cent; palmitates, 24 per cent; oleates, 37 per 
cent; caprates, 4 per cent; laurates, 8 per cent, 
and myristates, 5 per cent. 

The antiseptic effect of soap is obtained 
most efficiently when it is applied as a lather 
and then allowed to dry. Rinsing immediately

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after washing reduces the germicidal action 
about one-fifth. If apphed without rubbing and 
lathering., the germicidal effects are much re- 
duced. 


Common Toilet Soaps Effective 


THe effects of pure soaps and a number 

of the common toilet soaps (the latter of 
which are practically neutral in their reaction ) 
on Vincent's spirochete was first studied by 
the introduction of 1: 1000 solutions of 
these compounds into slides rich with spire- 
chetes while undergoing dark field examination. 
The effect was either to dissolve them or to 
render them nonmotile. It was found that the 
pure soaps which were most highly germicidal 
had a like action on Vincent's spirochete as 
well as on other mouth spirochetes and Spiro- 
chacta pallida. A series of toilet soaps was 
examined without a great difference among 
them being observed. So far as Vincent’s 
spirochete was concerned, they were about equal 
to the more efficient of the pure soaps; but it 
must be understood that the methods employed 
did not permit of sufficient accuracy to make 
an absolute statement of slight or moderate 
variations which may exist in the spirocheticidal 
action of the different ones studied, and which 
could be determined by a count of bacterial 
colonies. In this connection, a patient who had 
suffered from repeated attacks of Vincent's 
angina, and who had a chronic gum and tonsil- 
lar infection, told us that he had discovered 
some months before that he could improve the 
condition of his mouth and obtain temporary 
relief by the use of shaving cream as a denti- 
frice, 

In a small series of cases available for this 
purpose, dark field examinations were made 
and large numbers of Vincent's spirochetes 
were found. Immediately following the exam- 
ination, the infected areas were thoroughly 
swabbed with a 6 per cent gel of a soap made 
from a stock containing tallow and coconut oil. 
Once every half hour for several hours, the pa- 
tients were directed to gargle a 1 per cent solu- 
tion of the same soap. An examination made at 
the end of this period showed a manifest reduc- 
tion in the number of spirochetes, especially in 
superficial lesions. 


Clinical Results and Conclusions 
[\ view of the foregoing evidence, it was 
~ thought desirable to determine what cura- 
tive effect soap solutions might have on a series 
ot pathologic lesions of this nature. The treat- 
ment was supervised by Captain Gill in the 
hose and throat clinic of the station hospital of 


the .\merican forces in Germany, located at 
Coblenz. .\ series of twenty-five clinical in- 
fections were taken consecutively and treated 
only with soap applications; other treatment 
was not given. There was none of the severe 
type among this number. The soap used was 
the same mentioned in the precedling paragraph. 
The lesions were thoroughly swabbed three 
times daily with 6 per cent gel and the patients 
were directed to gargle every half hour with a 
] per cent solution, except just before the dark 
field examination in the laboratory. \ complete 
clinical cure was effected in each case, and the 
throat and mouth became at least temporarily 
free from the characteristic organisms. The 
average time required to achieve this result was 
7.12 days, which was somewhat longer than the 
average time required with the other remedial 
agents employed to attain the same end. .\ few 
of the patients objected to the taste of the 
soap. This, without doubt, could have been im- 
proved by the addition of some essential oil; 
but that would have introduced a complicating 
factor. 

In conclusion: Vincent's spirochete may be 
an inhabitant of the apparently normal buccal 
cavity. Solutions of ordinary toilet soaps, as 
well as pure soaps prepared in the laboratory, 
have a selective action on this class of organ- 
isms and a definite spirocheticidal effect, and 
their use in dentifrices assists in keeping the 
oral cavity free from mouth spirochetes, there- 
by affording a measure of protection against 
tissue infection. The laurates, palmitates. 
myristates and oleates are all efficient for this 
purpose, probably in the order mentioned. ‘The 
presence of the organisms of this disease and 
of the disease itself vary inversely with the 
care given to personal hygiene and the regular 
use of soap by the persons concerned. The 
proper use of soap and soap compounds is 
rather that of a prophylactic than a method of 
cure, and their use for the latter purpose is not 
recommended.

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Jersey Soap Leads in Value 

New Jersey soap makers produce soap val- 
ued at more than the production in any other 
state, according to 1925 figures for individual 
city and state soap outputs, as released by the 
Department of Commerce. Fifteen companies 
reported production value of $50,094,140. Ohio 
stands next, with twenty-five manufacturers 
valuing their products at $40,405,971. The 
most firms reported from New York, thirty-six 
with a production value of $37,586,241, placing 
the state third. The same order prevailed in 
both cost of materials and wages but Ohio led 
New Jersey in the average number of wage 
earners. 

New York City, embracing all of the 
boroughs, led all other American cities, with a 
production value of $33,066,197. Chicago fol- 
lowed with soap valued at $27,904,033. Phila- 
delphia reported in third place, far behind the 
leaders, with $10,149,356. More firms reported 
from Chicago than from New York, twenty- 
four and twenty-one respectively. Although 
New York reported six less wage earners than 
Chicago, wages amounted to almost a half mil- 
lion dollars more.

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Toilet Soap Imports Gain 

Toilet soap imports amounted to 166,853 
pounds, in September, the goods having been 
valued at $48,269, an increase of about 63,000 
pounds over receipts in the same month last 
year. Castile soap imports dropped to 120,771 
pounds, valued at $16,470, in the same month. 
25,000 pounds under the figure reported in 
September, 1926. Imports of all other soaps 
reached 101,971 pounds, valued at $12,009, 
17,000 pounds below receipts in September a 
year ago. Castile soap, in bonded warehouses. 
totaled 517,439 pounds on Sept. 30. Ware- 
house stocks of toilet soap amounted to 166,832 
pounds on the same day.

Propose New Cosmetics Bill 

The Federal Cosmetics Bill, to be introduced 
hy Senator Copeland of New York and 
fostered by the American Medical .\ssociation, 
has been drawn in a proposed form and sub- 
mitted to the industry for criticism. It brands 
as adulterated any product which contains the 
materials herewith or any derivative in excess 
of 1%: arsenic, lead, mercury, phenol 10% in 
ointments and 3% in solutions, hydrofluoric 
acid, hydroxides of barium, calcium, lithium, 
potassium, sodium, strontium or ammonium, 
methyl alcohol or paraphenylenediamine. Germ- 
icidal soaps, clearly indicated as such on the 
labels and sold as such, are excepted if the 
labels show the proportion of such ingredients. 
Soaps, dentifrices, and mouth washes are gen- 
erally excepted in the cosmetic labelling regu- 
lations, violation of which, constitutes mis- 
branding. Material manufactured for export 
is excepted if the ingredients conform with the 
requirements of the country of destination. The 
bill in its present form is considered very 
drastic and appears likely to receive vigorous 
opposition from manufacturers. 
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P & G Buys Out Waltke 

Procter & Gamble Co. have purchased the 
plants and business of William \Valtke & 
Co., St. Louis. The purchase price is var- 
iably reported between eight and twelve 
million dollars, involving 100,000 shares of 
Waltke stock. The price was reported paid 
seventy per cent in cash and the balance in 
P. & G. stock at par. W. A. Harriman & Co. 
acted as bankers in the transaction. Wil- 
liam Waltke & Co. was established in 1858 
in St. Louis and was incorporated in 1900 in 
West Virginia. In addition to 100,000 shares 
of common of no par, the company has out- 
standing $1,500,000 of seven per cent pre- 
ferred stock. Confirmation of the transac- 
tion from either P & G or Waltke is lack 
ing.

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Fight Soap Freight Increase 

Soap freight rates in the southwestern area 
of the United States will advance 15 per cent. 
on Feb. 3, 1928, unless the petition of a mnum- 
ber of large soap makers to the Interstate 
Commerce Commission is acted upon favor- 
ably by the Commission before that time. The 
Commission's order for a fifteen per cent. rise 
in the Consolidated Southwestern cases was 
asked to be reconsidered and the case reopened 
by the petition. The soapmakers claim that the 
rates as proposed are not satisfactorily e¢x- 
plained by the quotation of some existing rates 
in the same territory. It is further pointed out 
that prior to the decision of the Commission in 
the present cases, and while they were still 
pending, the Commission twice fixed maximum 
reasonable rates in this area on soap, particu- 
larly in the case of the Procter & Gamble Dis- 
tributing Co. against the A. T. & S. F. 
They cite the fact also that out of a great many 
complaints about rates received in this terri- 
tory and considered in the Southwestern cases, 
only one attacked the present rates on soaps 
and then to a very limited extent.

Muhlens & Kroptff have issued a state- 
ment to the trade outlining their position in 
connection with the recent refusal of Judge 
Mack, of the Federal District Court, to order 
an injunction against Ferd.

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Urge Oil Trade Commissioners 

Bureau of Raw Materials for the American 
Vegetable Oils and Fats Industries, through 
John b. Gordon, Washington representative, 
proposed before a sub-committee of the Ap- 
propriations Committee of the House of Rep- 
resentatives on Dec. 5. that $50,000 be appro- 
priated in accordance with the request of the 
Department of Commerce to establish two 
new vegetable oil trade commissionerships. 
These commissioners would act in the vege- 
table oil centers of Northern and Southern 
lcurope, one at Rotterdam or Antwerp, and 
the other at Marseilles, with adequate staffs 
to travel secure and disseminate production, 
constunption, and market information relat- 
ing to various vegetable oils and their raw 
materials. The commissioners would aid in 
Increasing export business of the United States 
in cotton and corn oils, and would report on all 
oil matters of Europe including their manu- 
factures of soaps. glycerin, margarines, and 
paints. Mr. Gordon has urged that all within 
the industry who want these two commissions 
established, should write to the Congressmen 
on the Sub-Committee, namely Representatives 
M.A. Shreve, Anthony J. Griffin, George H. 
Vinkham, Wilham B. Oliver, and Ernest R. 
Ackerman. 


British Soap Exports Up 

Great Britain showed a gain in both exports 
and imports of soap, in September. The ex- 
ports showed a 9,000 cwts. gain from August, 
to 133,685 cwts., valued at £316,480, slightly 
above the monthly average for the first nine 
months of this year. Imports of toilet and 
shaving soap showed a small increase, to 7,853 
cwts., but the big gain was registered in other 
hard bar soaps, which were brought in to the 
amount of 10,783 ewts. and were valued at 
£26,261, only slightly under the toilet soap 
value. The bulk of Britain’s exports consisted 
of hard bar soap, other than toilet or shaving. 
These reached 119,605 cwts., and were valued 
at £228,034. Toilet and shaving soap ex- 
ports totaled 7,857 cwts., valued at £70,880. 
Toilet and shaving soap imports practically 
balanced the exports, in tonnage, but the value 
of exported soaps was more than twice that 
of the imported material.

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Glycerin Position Still Weak 


The position of glycerin continues weak, ac 
cording to the market report of Parsons & 
Petit, New York, under date of Dec. 2, which 
states: ‘“The situation has not improved. The 
general asking price today is 16¢ at which both 
prompt and forward deliveries are to be had. 
While we cannot say definitely, that 16¢ has 
been shaded, we are under the impression that 
there has been at least one transaction, at a 
lower price, in the Middle West, and it 
looks today, as though a. still lower level 
may be reached. The European quotation 
is equivalent to 1l6c, duty paid, laid down 
ata U.S. Atlantic port. The weather is not 
favorable for the Anti-freeze trade, taking 
the country as a whole, so that the market is not 
being helped, from that direction. Any attempt 
to forecast the course of the market seems 
futile. When the effect of Glycol was supposed 
to have spent itself for the year and the Anti- 
freeze season approached, it was thought that 
the market would at least be maintained, but on 
the contrary, prices have been continually de- 
clining, and instead of an improvement in the 
demand there has been a decided: falling off. 
We are speaking now of Dynamite Glycerine. 
In the case of Chemically Pure, the normal 
quantity has undoubtedly been used, and per- 
haps there has even been an increase in con- 
sumption. Crude:—Saponification is offered 
at lle per lb., basis of 88% loose, delivered, but 
buyers decline to go above 1034¢. Soap Lye 
has brought from 91% to 10%c, basis of 80%, 
loose, delivered. Today the nominal value of 
high grade material is 10c delivered, but there 
is a scarcity of buyers. The situation strongly 
favors the refiners, who are now exhibiting a 
fine discrimination against anything but the 
best quality, and who are showing but little 
interest, as they are most all, heavily stocked 
with supplies.”

Soaps imported into Honduras will be sub- 
jected to a special stamp tax of one half a peso, 
when brought in in cases of 100 cakes or less. 
This new tax was recently included in a_ bill 
passed by a special session of the Honduras 
congress and will become a law one month after 
the official publication of the act. 
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A detergent especially for cleansing brushes 
is made as follows, according to U. S. Patent 
No. 1,635,202: soap, 64 parts, sodium carbon- 
ate, 16 parts; pumice, 16 parts; sugar, 16 parts; 
creosote oil in rosin soap emulsion, 2 parts; 
glycerin, 2 parts. 
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Glycerin Imports Lower in September 


Imports of both crude and refined glycerin 
dropped from .\ugust to September. Crude 
receipts totaled 1,661,937 pounds, valued at 
$233,241, about 400,000 pounds less than im- 
ports in the previous month. Refined goods, 
to the amount of 515,786 pounds and valued 
at $90,939, were imported in September, a 
drop of about 300,000 pounds from August 
imports. France shipped us most of the crude 
glycerin, 662,524 pounds, and ‘Germany furn- 
ished the bulk of the refined goods, 319,814 
pounds.

Census of Soap Materials 


Consumption of various raw materials by 
certain soapmakers during 1925 is covered in a 
report issued by the Bureau of the Census. The 
number of soapmakers who furnished the 
Bureau with data on the various materials is 
very limited. According to the figures, the 154 
soap plants reporting consumed a total of 
$91,217,562 worth of fats and oils in 1925, of 
which $35,016,644 worth were animal fats. 
$14,258,695 worth were fish and allied oils, and 
the balance vegetable oils, foots and fatty acids.

Waterproofing concrete with soap has ad- 
vantages as the soap imparts impenetrability 
to the concrete by reason of its colloidal swell- 
ing the pores on the surface of the mass. The 
addition of soap necessary amounts to 0.05 
per cent, or one pound of soap for every ton 
ol concrete mix. The concrete when treated 
should not be allowed to dry too quickly, but 
should be kept moist for seven days. With 
the soap addition, the strength of the concrete 
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gains slowly aiter drying. Usual precautions 
should be taken against cracking, as the soap 
will not aid in waterproofing where there are 
cracks. Where a slab of plain concrete, wetted 
on one side, expands on that side and gives rise 
to internal stresses which diminish its strength, 
the soap addition provides against this moisture 
admission and consequent weakening.—British 
Soap Manufacturer, pg.

A new method for titration of rosin in soap 
by G. de Belsunce from technical abstracts of 
Pine Institute of America is as follows: When 
a warm alcoholic solution of rosin in titrated 
with N/1 caustic soda solution using phenol- 
phthalein, and after the removal of the alcohol, 
an equivalent amount of aluminum sulfate is 
added, there is formed a filterable precipitate 
which contains a portion of the rosin. If on the 
other hand, there are fatty acids present and 
the rosin content does not exceed 18 per cent, 
the rosin is displaced by the fatty acids through 
a sort of substitution. Therefore, a cold soap 
solution is treated with aluminum sulfate, the 
precipitate filtered out, washed with water and 
finally with alcohol. The combined alcoholic 
washings are titrated with N/1 caustic using 
phenolphthalein. Calculations are made on the 
basis of a molecular weight for acetic acid of 
287. For rosin content under 5 per cent, this 
method gives results as accurate as Twitchell.

Soaps containing solvents are made by solidi- 
fying and incorporating petroleum, comminut- 
ing, and then mixing with melted soap. Carbon 
tetrachloride may be mixed with the petroleum 
spirit to make it non-inflammable. Two pounds 
of coconut oil are mixed with one pound of 
38 Baume lye and allowed to stand 5 to 6 hours 
without escape of heat. The resulting hard 
mass is melted, 80 Ibs. of petroleum spirit added 
and mass is allowed to cool. It is then com- 
minuted and 20 to 50 Ibs. added to 100 Ibs. hard 
soap which is in semi-liquid state-—British

All classifications of soap, toilet, laundry and 
miscellaneous, were exported from the United 
States in smaller quantities in) September. 
Toilet soap exports took the biggest drop, to 
636,658 pounds, with a value of $241.757, over 
300,000 pounds and close to $50,000 under the 
figures reported in August. Laundry soap ex- 
ports showed the smallest proportionate loss, 
dropping about 250,000 pounds and $12,000 to 
4,439,295 pounds, valued at $315,554. Exports 
of miscellaneous soaps amounted to 766,785 
pounds, in September, the goods having been 
valued at $80,012. The .\ugust figures, for 
the latter class, were 1,303,037 pounds and

New England Soap Output 

Soap produced in New England by 63 lead- 
ing soap plants is valued at $25,500,000, ac- 
cording to a recent survey made by the New 
England Council and the U. S. Departinent of 
Commerce. This is one-twelfth of the country’s 
actual production and is not believed to include 
liquid soaps, scouring and cleaning compounds, 





detergent specialties, but chiefly toilet and 
laundry bar soaps, chips and powders. The 


average age of the reporting companies is 38 
years. In addition to 38 soap firms reporting 
to the Council, 25 soap departments of render- 
ing and meat-packing establishments also re- 
ported. ‘Total sales of reporting soap manu- 
facturers have increased 26 per cent since 1921, 
67 per cent of the total sales being made to 
New England markets. All but one of the 
Massachusetts plants report at least 80 per cent 
of their sales in New England. Over 30 per 
cent of the concerns reporting, export some of 
their products the proportion ranging from | 
per cent to 11 per cent for individual plants. 
Eighty-two per cent of the output of the com-

Sample Swindlers Active 

Samples of soaps, disinfectants, household 
insecticides, toilet preparations and various 
other similar articles have been wheedled out 
of a number of American manufacturers on 
the plea that import agencies, in foreign coun- 
tries, are interested in their goods. ‘This activ- 
ity has been investigated by agents of the De- 
partment of Commerce. .\ recent statement, 
made by one of the Department's executives, 
explained that persons engaged in this fraud, 
which seems to be quite extensive, have about 
twenty-five different letterheads printed on fine 
stationery in order to assume the authenticity of 
reputable firms. They then write to the manu- 
facturers of small articles, especially those 
dealing in drugs, soaps, household products, 
medicines, and toilet articles. (‘n receiving the 
samples, which pass free of duty, they sell them 
to local dealers. Manufacturers listed on the 
-xporters’ Index who are annoyed by this prac- 
tice are urged to make use of the confidential 
information available in the World Trade Di1- 
rectory before submitting samples. Queries 
on this subject should be addressed to the Com- 
mercial Intelligence Division, Department of 
Commerce.

Meet Your Competitors 
S WE come off the press, there are gath- 
ered at New York representatives of most 
of the leading manufacturers of disinfectants 
and household insecticides in the United States. 
The occasion is the Fourteenth Annual Con- 
vention of the Jnsecticide & Disinfectant Manu- 
facturers clssociation at the Hotel \stor, New 


York. In reality, a hundred companies in the 
same or associated fields, some large, some 


small, some rich, some poor, are rubbing elbows 
in friendly contact. Competitors have the 
opportunity to meet competitors and discuss 
their common problems both in public and in 
private. 

In the insecticide and disinfectant industry, 
there has been a marked growth during the past 
few years. Most of it has been healthy, but there 
has at the same time, been the development of 
a fringe of manufacturers which does not al- 
together help the general well-being. The sale 
of its products has increased remarkably. New 
products have been developed and marketed. 
Some of them have been good, and others not 
The really remarkable thing in the 
development, however, has been in the trade 
association of the industry. 


SO gol cd. 


Within two vears, the membership of the 
Insecticide & Disinfectant Manufacturers Asso- 
cation has more than doubled. Within the 
past year, counting its associate membership in 
the total, it has grown over fifty per cent. Its 
financial position has become correspondingly 
stronger. Throughout the period, its activity 
has been constant. «Alone in some instances, 
and allied with other trade associations upon 
different occasions, it has watched legislation, 
national, state, and local, and has acted to pro- 
tect the industries which it represents where 
this has been necessary. It has carried the pres- 
tige of an associated group of manufacturers in 
its work which no individual companies, no 
matter how great or influential, could carry. 

On subsequent pages of this issue are car- 
ried the reports of the year of both President 
Hoyt and Secretary Cole. The Secretary's 
report tells what has been accomplished during 
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the year. The President’s report, a wee bit 
pessimistic perhaps, tells what the future holds, 
what has yet to be done. If ever there was a 
justification, if any justification be needed. 
which we doubt, of the trade association and 
more especially an active, strong association in 
the insecticide and disinfectant fields, it is in 
these reports. 

The sum and substance of the whole thing is 
this; either competitors must work together for 
the common good of their industries, mus! 
present a united front in meeting new problems, 
and new competition from other industrial 
groups, or the business of every individual is 
constantly jeopardized. No firm is big enough 
or strong enough to go it alone. Changing in- 
dustrial conditions are constantly presenting 
competition from outside of an industry more 
serious than the competition between different 
firms within its ranks. In short, if the general 
business in insecticides and disinfectants 1s 
good and profits are fair, all members of the 
industry will benefit. If however, demand for 
these products is reduced because of disorgan- 
ization or because of strong outside competi- 
tion which cannot be met, all will suffer. 

There is no stronger argument in favor of 
knowing your competitor and working with 
him so that both your business and his may be 
better. Those who are fortunate enough to be 
present at the annual meeting should bear this 
in mind. Before you leave for home, meet your 
competitors and talk things over. Petty ditfer- 
ences which interfere with sensible business re- 
lations are bred of shortsightedness. Forget 
them! Get into the spirit of this trade associa- 
tion thing. The more effort you put in, the 
more you will take out. Jump in and work 
with other members of your industry.

Unite to Meet Competition, Says Hoyt 


Group Action Only Way to Prevent Inroads by Other 
Industries and Discord, He Tells Annual Meeting 


HIS IS my seventh report as vour 
presiding officer, stated President Fred 
Hoyt in his annual address to the In- 

secticide and Disinfectant Manufac- 
turers Association on Dee. 12. With each suc- 
ceeding report, | have 
felt more keenly the 
responsibilities of the 
office and I look back 
over these years with 
a mingled feeling of 
pleasure and regret. 
While it has been a 
pleasure and honor to 
serve you, the regrets 
overshadow this pleas- 
ure for I cannot lay 
aside the thought that 
I am responsible to 
some extent for many 
of our members not 
taking our association 
and its work more seriously, The growth in 
membership the past two years and the conth- 
tion of our finances should be an incentive to 
all members to become more active and not 
leave the work of the association to a few mem- 
bers as has been the case in the past. The 
Association has now reached the point where it 
must not be dominated or controlled by any 
single group, but by all groups affiliated with 
this industry, if it is going to be representative 
of the industry. 

Even with the progress made the last few 
years, the association is lagging. It is not grasp- 
ing its opportunities to develop our industry. We 
must lay aside our selfish ambitions and look be- 
yond our individual businesses that we may see 
the necessity for uniting the allied interests in 
our industry for self-protection and to meet the 
economic changes that are taking place in busi- 
ness methods. The strength of any industry 
today depends upon the strength of its trade 
association. Your business can only develop 
as your industry develops. 

I am going to depart from the usual custom 
of reviewing the work of the year and leave 
that to our Secretary and the Committee Chair- 
men. I only want to emphasize one subject 
today, for I feel it is essential to the future suc- 
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cess of our association and our industry. 

What is the use for a trade association any- 
way? In the past, it may have been an excuse 
for small groups to get together, go through a 
few formalities and then have a big frolic. It 
may have served a purpose too, like the horse 
drawn dray or the kerosene lamp of yesterday. 
This is an era of big business, mass production, 
the combination of allied interests. Individual 
interests must join hands with others in their 
craft to meet this new competition and the trade 
association is the logical medium in which to 
concentrate their efforts to meet the new busi- 
ness conditions, to work together for the com- 
mon benefit of their industry and for mutual 
protection, 


C. H. Cheney a student and banker of this 
city writes in The Nation’s Business: “How 
much a business man can win in the new com- 
petition, depends on the hard work and courage 
with which he faces these four questions, the 
most vital ones of the new competition.” 

1. In what ways is my business practice out 
of line with the best interests of my industry as 
a whole? 

2. In what ways are the prevailing business 
practices in the industry out of line with its 
own best interests and the general public? 

3. How and why are the different branches 
and factors in the industry working against 
each other ? 

+. What other industries are now, or will be 
in the future, in active inter-commodity or 
inter-industrial competition with my industry ? 

Here are four questions I would like to see 
every member answer in writing and report at 
our next meeting in the spring. I believe the 
various ideas expressed would not only make a 
very interesting session, but prove of great 
value to the association. If these questions 
were studied seriously and answered consci- 
entiously, it would be the means of making 
every member realize the potent value of this 
association. Let’s analyze these questions for 
just a few minutes. First—The individual's 
relation with the industry. Are you doing 
anything that will jeopardize the future of the 
industry ? 
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Second. The industry’s relation with the 
public. .\re there trade abuses within the in- 
dustry that will destroy the public's contidence ? 

Third. The relations of the different fac- 
tors in the industry. -\re the ditferent branches 
in the industry pulling together for the common 
good 7 

Fourth. The relations of our industry with 
others. -\re there other industries that can 
absorb ours, if we are not strongly entrenched 
in a trade association 7 

The last question may not at first glance ap- 
pear important. Look at the competition in 
some of the other industries. Lumber with 
concrete and metal. Pianos with the talking 
machine. The talking machine with the radio. 
Right now there is an industry making some 
inroads into our industry and any kind of a 
concerted action on their part could draw much 
more business. 

I would like to quote one more paragraph 
from Mr. Cheney’s article. He says: ‘There 
is no magic short-cuts, no easy way of meeting 
the new competition. ‘Trade associations are 
the most vital single factors in safeguarding 
the prosperity of an industry and each business 
in it, but every member of an association must 
work ceaselessly for it and with his fellow 
members. The first hope of an industry lies 
in self-regulation of trade practices through its 
association. It must bring together all con- 
cerned with the industry regardless of inter- 
distributor competition. Every factor within 
an industry must fight together and all indus- 
tries having common interests must understand 
and help each other.” 

My whole appeal to you this morning is, to 
take your trade association and its work more 
seriously. Every act of yours that will benefit 
your association will benefit your industry and 
react to your own benefit. You cannot afford 
to neglect your trade association any more than 
you can your own business. Some members 
may feel they are active and have met all their 
obligations when they pay their dues. ‘That 
part is just the beginning. This must be fol- 
lowed up with your ideas, your view points, 
your constructive criticisms and suggestions, 
your unselfish desire to assume your share of 
the responsibilties. The value of any organiza- 
tion depends upon the support it receives from 
each member. Members are valuable only in 
proportion to their ability and willingness to 
work in harmony with other members. Roose- 
velt declared that every man owes to his trade 
or profession, not a dole in the form of dues, 
but his best thoughts and inspiration. 

According to the Constitution of our asso- 
ciation, the first object is, to unite all reputable 
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persons, firms, and corporations engaged in 
the business of manufacturing or distributing 
insecticides, disinfectants, and articles coming 
within the purview of the Insecticide Act of 
1910. With this in mind, I would like to look 
forward a vear or two and see most of these 
eligible concerns as members and represented 
at our regular meetings. ‘The first day’s ses- 
sions to be devoted to routine matters and 
the general problems of the industry. On the 
second day the membership is divided into 
groups having interests in common. The agri- 
cultural and horticultural insecticide manufac- 
turers are gathered together to discuss their 
particular- problems. “The household insecticide 
manufacturers form another group to take up 
matters of special interest to them. The dis- 
infectant manufacturers are in another group 
perhaps devising a way to establish a research 
laboratory, or working out a plan to simplify 
the number of strengths of their products. The 
distributors are gathered in another group ex- 
changing ideas to strengthen their position 
in the industry. Each group to be presided 
over by some one of their own selection. Each 
group would have the backing and prestige of 
the association when necessary for self pro- 
tection, or any other subject requiring con- 
certed action for the benefit of the industry. 
As Kipling has said: “It’s the everlasting team- 
work of every bloomin’ soul.” 

A. divided industry is a weakened industry. 
Weakened in power, weakened in prestige, 
weakened in vision. Tomorrow, we are to 
try the group meeting idea with two of the 
groups. I feel certain this is going to make 
our meetings of greater value, for competitors 
are brought more closely together. _Compet- 
itors need contacts as a means to avoid con- 
tests. Conferences instead of conflicts. Un- 
friendliness, discord, antagonism or any selfish 
motive that keeps competitors separated, will 
leave an opening for another industry with a 
broadminded membership to enter. 

When I read that it is estimated sickness 
costs this country two and a quarter billions a 
year, and insects destroy or damage property to 
the extent of two billions more, it would seem 
the opportunities of this industry are limited 
only to the extent of your willingness to co- 
operate with others in this industry through 
this trade association. 

Before closing, I wish to express my deep 
appreciation to our Secretary, The Board of 
Governors, and The Committees, who have 
carried on the work of the past year to a suc- 
cessful end. I feel some official expression of 
appreciation should be sent to the following

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Secretary Cole Reviews the Year 


Tells of Growth of Insecticide and Disinfectant 
Association and What It Has Done During 1927 


S WE come to the close of the fiscal 
vear, it is hoped that the work and 
accomplishments of the .\ssoctation 
during the past twelve months have 
been such as to merit your approval, said Harry 
Cole, Secretary of the 
Insecticide and Disin- 
fectant Manufacturers 
Association 1n his an- 
nual report. Oo ou r 
erowth in numbers 
may properly be re- 
garded as phenomenal, 
for we have added to 
our roster the 
last annual meeting 29 
new members, o f 
which number 10 are 
active and 13 are as- 
sociate. This brings 
the total number of 
members to date to S4, 
an increase over last year’s enrollment of ap 
proximately 30%. 

During the year 44 bulletins have been is- 
sued. Many subjects were covered or touched 
upon and it is hoped the information dissem- 
inated in this way has been helpful to you. 
The State Legislatures have not been particu- 
larly botherscme this year so that for the most 
part our members have been free of legal en- 
tanelements from this source. 
to deal, however, with the revised New York 
City Fire Ordinances relating to intlanimables 
and combustibles, and unfortunately this matter 
is not even now satisfactorily adjusted to all 
our members. No doubt reference will be made 
to it by one or more of the speakers whom we 
are to hear later on in the session. A 
watch has been kept on all state and national 
legislation which would in any way adversely 
atfect vour interests and through the splendid 
arrangement we have with “The Proprietary 
you are made acquainted with 
any proposed law or regulation governing your 
products, almost as soon as it is introduced. 

As you are aware, the Insecticide and lungi- 
cide Board of the U. S. Department of Agri- 
culture, was abolished July Ist of this vear. 
In its place has come the Food, Drug and In- 
secticide Administration, with Dr. J. IK. Hay- 
wood as Chief of the Office of Insectigide, 
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lungicide and Caustic Poison Supervision. 
Dr. Haywood therefore, continues at the helm 
as administrative officer of the Insecticide .\ct 
of 1910, and we will, as heretofore, be answer- 
able to him for any infraction of the law. We 
may consider ourselves most fortunate that a 
mat of Dr. Haywood’s experience, ability and 
understanding has been chosen to supervise our 
activities. It is not difficult to picture the 
chaos which might result in the industry had 
some less experienced official been selected for 
this most important post. To the work of Dr. 
Haywood and his associates has been added the 
enforcement of the Caustic Poison Act passed 
by the last Congress. This act is almost iden- 
tical to the Caustic Poison bills passed by some 
twelve state legislatures last vear and the vear 
before. Its provisions apply to the classifying 
and labeling of certain poisonous substances, 
but do not affect household insecticides nor the 
type of disinfectants our members make. 
Less AMishranding 


OX POINT in particular which it might be 

well to emphasize at this time, is that of 
labeling. It is.a regrettable fact that notwith- 
standing the commendable work of the Depart- 
ment of Agriculture and the vigilance of its 
corps of inspectors, there are still a number 
of sanitary products on the market which are 
plainly misbranded. The number of these 
preparations is growing less, it is true, but it 
really behooves every manufacturer to occa- 
sionally go over his labels, and if there is any 
statement thereon which has not been verified 
by test, to change it immediately rather than 
wait to be ordered to do so. 

Too close a scrutiny cannot be made of the 
applications which come to us for active mem- 
bership. As it is now, the members of the 
Board of Governors are asked to express ap- 
proval or disapproval of the applications as 
they come in. If the applicant is one who 
bears a clean business record, and there is no 
fault to find with him as a man or merchant, 
he is invariably admitted. This procedure is 
general, we understand, in the majority of trade 
organizations. There are some, however, 
which insist upon.a careful examination of the 
products made by the applicant and the claims 
set forth concerning their efficiency. If these 
are not in accord with laws governing the man-

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ufacture and sale of such commodities, the 
applicant is advised and given an opportunity 
to make the necessary changes before he is ad- 
mitted into full membership. Is there not need 
for a special committee in our Association 
whose members are competent to pass upon 
claims made for insecticides and disinfectants, 
and to whom the labels of the manufacturer ap- 
plying for membership could be referred: It 
is not a pleasant thing to have our own people 
cited for misbranding or misrepresentation, 
particularly so when they are known to be 
members of an Association which is supposed 
to keep them from such difficulties. There is 
no provision at present in our Constitution or 
By-Laws which makes necessary the examina- 
tion of products or labels as a condition of 
membership, but if you feel the thought has 
merit, you may wish to take some action with 
a view to incorporating such a requirement in 
our By-Laws at the next summer meeting. 

Relations With Dr. Haywood's Office 

UR relations with Dr. Haywood’s office 

continue most pleasant, and it is to be 
noted that many alleged misbranding cases are 
now handled as a matter of correspondence, 
whereas in former years many of such cases 
were prosecuted in the courts. The Depart- 
ment has come to a fuller understanding of the 
problems which exist in this industry and are 
more tolerant of the unintentional mistakes 
which our members sometimes make. It is 
perhaps not too much to suggest that this 
keener appreciation of our work by the De- 
partment is a direct result of Dr. Haywood 
meeting with us twice a year. We still look 
forward hopefully to the day when the Doctor 
and his associates will be authorized to give 
more specific information relative to labeling. 
The Insecticide Act does not empower the 
officials entrusted with its enforcement to serve 
in any other than an advisory capacity. As 
we so well know from Dr. Hayvwood’s letters, 
the manufacturer must be responsible for the 
claims made for his product. -\fter all this 
seems to be fair, for if we do not know what 
our own materials will do when used as di- 
rected, we should do our utmost to find out 
and not resort to guess-work. It is well known 
however, that the Government has a wealth of 
information as to the scope of usefulness of 
this and that material. ‘This data, or a part 
of it, is made available to those interested in 
the form of departmental bulletins, but how 
many of these publications are read by our own 
members, we do not know. You are losing 
an opportunity for enlightenment if your name 
ls not on the mailing list at Washington to

He has 
made marked sacrifices of both time and money 
to serve us and his accomplishments are a 
matter of record. As he retires from office he 
has the assurance that the esteem and respect 
of all the members are his, and that under his 
direction, the Association has prospered and 
made greater strides than in any previous 
period. 

The recommendation is made for your con-

Disinfectants from low-temperature tar 
combinations of low temperature tar distillate 
and low and high boiling low-temperature tar 
phenols were prepared with rosin or castor oil 
soaps. The disinfectants formed perfect emul- 
sions with water, proving that disinfectants 
can be prepared from low-temperature tars.
